To the Editor of the New York Tribune: 

Sir: In vour journal of this date, after citing 
from tbe Frnnklort Commonwealth an adver- 
tisement of two neeroes committed to the 
Jefferson County (Ky.) jail as runaway slaves, 
and w''0, having come within the Union lines 
from Mississippi, are. presumed to belong ur- 
Herslioneti'T to the class "ordered nnd de- 
Hand" to be free by the Proclamation of Jan- 
uirv 1 , von say: 

"This is but a sample of very ma^y. Will 
some on° who holds that a freedmin <• >n never 
be re enslaved be good enough to show his 
fa Kb b» Ms works with regard to these unlor- 
mates?" 

Now, I am not of tbe number of those who 
hold to the constitutional doctrines fcudv 
urged upon your atteution by some of your 
correspondents; on the contrary, I agree with 
yon that the Federal Government has no right, 
<*xcept that which pertains to the war power, 
to interfere with s'aTerr In the St ties. But I 
do insist the. the Federal Government is bound 
to fulfill iu promise of freedom, voluntarily 
made nnder the moat solemn sanctions aad In 
unequtvocil terms, to the slaves In the rebel 
Stales; and I am happy in tbe assurance given 
!>y Secretary Chase, in his recent letter to tbe 
Loyal Nitional League, that that promise \e 
•'not to bo disregarded or set aside in any 
event as a nullity, but maintaiued and execut- 
ed with perfect good faith to all the enfran- 
chised." 

But, while I agree with ycu on the constitu- 
ional bearings of the argument, your inter- 
rogatory abfcve cited seems to me somewhat 
disengenuous; and I see not why it might not 
be just as appropriate! v addressed to yourself 
is to any body else. Not one of your corre- 
spondents "holds that a freedman ean never 
be re-eatl ivcd." The persons to whom yon 
allude emly maintain tint such re-enslave 
meal is illegal as well as criminal, aud that 
the National Government is b>und to 'inter- 
fere for his protection; and in regard to the 
particular class of freedin<"i to which the ne- 
m s advertised in the Frankfort Common- 
weal'h belong, vou have, in the course of this 
controversv, a 111 rued the same doctriue, ad- 
mitting the obligition of the Government to 
"shield every one, whether white, black or of 
mixed blood, who has adhered to and served 
the Union." Hence it behooves you, not lees 
than your correspondents, to "show 
yr.ur faith by your works with re- 
eard to these unfortunates;" and not 
y you and they, hot all the friends of 
tie-c and humanity, should struggle man- 
fully and persistently to prevent their re-en- 
slav'emeut. Waiving now all dUcusslon as to 
the duty of tbe Government to the slaves who 
do not come within the Union lints, there 
c innot, even on your showing, he any doubt 
as to its obligation to "shield from persecu- 
tion" these who, in response to the President's 
ProclaniaiioD, come over to our side. The 
very words of that proclamation make it the 
duty of "the Executive Government of the 
United SPites, including the military and 
nival authorities thereof," to "rccegnire and 
maintain the freedom of such persons." The 
military authorities of the United 8(ates in 
Kentucky arc bound to interfere to prevent 
the re-i nskvemenl of those whom the proc- 
lamation has made free; if they fail to do so, 
then it becomes the plain duty of the Presl- 
lent to remove them and put in thtir places 
men who will ob"y his orders. If the 
PfesJdeat, awed by border State threats, 
shrink* from his duty, the people should re- 
buke him fer his criminal delinquency.

You 
will I.e. entirely right in presuming further, 
that I hive repeatedly called attention to the 
reatmeet of su b loyal bracks in Kentucky, 
Unois, »t ■ , in order to secure such c>fticial 
attention to their fad case as justice, liuinmi'y 
and good fiith uuitc in demanding. And now 
to bu-.iuess: 

Eii ami Sally, solnrei personi. "who sny 
they belong to Jos ph By on in, Tisbominge 
ounty, M ssisslppi," havej as we are officially 
Iviscd, bie-'i ? mated and ce>nfined in Jef- 
ferson eountv J dl, Kcnluckv, "as rasaway 
tUves." "W. K. Thomas, J. J. C," adver- 
tises that "the owner cm come, frwwird, 
irove. j.re.perty, aud pay charges, or thev will 
be dealt with as the law requires." We 
all know what lhat means; Th<y will be 
old into a now slavery to pay the expenses 
their arre-st, dctenlion, lood, of advertising 
them as aforesaid— [iot iu the Tribune— 
that is all free — but in tin Frankfort Votn- 
monteealth]— atd thus they will return to 
the drear e.bscurity from which ihev have sud- 
denly emerged. Ti.eir ease is that of many 
huudreds beside— I belieye of tbcusmde — n 
Kentucky alone, Tnitgs in human shipe 
have lor more than a year past made a regular 
and luciativc business of catching sach men 
and women, not only on their way Nort'i 
through Kentucky, but when mooly tomb 1 g 
on a steamboat at some point in that State, e n 
their way to find a region where color is not 
a crime. We both want to stop ihis, and undo 
the wrong already inflicted ; how is it to be 
done ? 

I w;ll assume that you mean, as I do, to 
have it done according to law — that neither of 
us purport to inaugurate a rebellion, at Icist, 
until we finish that already on hand. For you 
or me, it is sutlicient to entitle these persons 
to liberty that tbey are human beings, con- 
fessedly of full age, and not even accused of 
any wrong beside beiutr, tht one "black," the 
other "cepper-colored," Bat we do not pro- 
pi cure their freedom on the naked 
gioos 1 ot their humanity and of their couse- 
que it right to liberty, but cn that of their right 
to it under the President's Proclamation, 
because of their escape from rebel service into 
a loyal region. 

Let us suppoce now that tho President, af- 
ter due consultation, requires the Attorney 
General to direct the District Attorney for the 
District of Kentucky to take the proper steps 
to secure tbe freedom of those persons, insti- 
tuting the necessary proceedings for that pur- 
pose. Suppose thein brought Into court under 
those proceedings, the two proclimatiocs duly 
put in cvidcuce, with M r . W. K. Thoims' ad- 
Vert sement, the story of the parlies told, 
and the case for the plaintiff here rested. 
What ther ? 

"May it please your honor," says the sttor- 
ney for Thomas, or for Kentucky, "we admit 
1 that is set forth in those documents. We 
ire not here to question the authenticity nc r 
the proper validity of those Presidential proc- 
aoutior s, wblcb do not even a'lempt to give 
free negroes a right of domicile upon, or even 
of postage through, our territory. Kentucky- 
is a loyal Uidon S:ate, and intends to per- 
form the duties and insist on the Immunities 
pertaining to that posi ion. Wc are not h< re 
to contend that the negroes in Tishomiu 
go c juoty, Mississippi, are not freed, or at 
least entitled to r^n for their freeb m, by 
ihe proclamations here in evidence, which do 
not esen a*sumc to tjx tbe sfurieA of uegroes 
Kentucky, nor iu nny other loyal State. 
But this is a alave. s> ate, aud our laws are su h 
as the preservation of slavery abs o'utc'y re- 
quires. I need not not, surely, argue lo you 
tuat to let Btrange negre>es rami over our 
State at wi'l, headiug lor the Nortb star by 
ngbt, and lurking in e -..r swamps and slave 
quarters by day, would be utterly fatal to our 
s.clil system Slavery could not endure it 
in pcade; uiucb, less m war. VY« have 
laws, therefore, which pre- < i ihe the course 
to bu pursued with all strange ntgroes 
found rutmli g at large iu our State, whom no 
white owns or U accouutahlcfor. In rigid ac 
cordance with those laws, these perseins (or 
Ihingr) bave been arrested, imprisoned, ad- 
vertised, and are about to be sola. They lusv 
or miy not have once bjsjtfagei to Joseph 
B.i num. ot Mississippi,' aforesaiel— we have 
oniv their word for that, and negro testimemy 
is of np avail iu ibeciae — but said Bynura 
docs not appear, nor any other claimant; si 
we shall deal with them, according to t nr 
laws, and we protest agiiual any interfere nee 
to subvert the fettled policy and plain statutes 
ol Kentucky. Hinds off, If you please!" 

Now, there may be a conclusive rejoinder 
to Ihis plea — I shall be very glad to learn that 
ihere Is— bat I am not yet aware of it, and 
must act accor ling to my present light and 
knowledge. To Insist lhat such treatment 
by Kentucky of luyal fugitives from Missis 
sippi is unjust aud inhuman, were idle) for 
slave laws are necessarily nnjust and inhu- 
man. S'iivery canuot b'e m-tintainnd with- 
out such. I bcliive, therefore, sulij-ct al- 
ways lo correction by ihe Attorney General, 
lhat the wise and sa'e course is for ihe Fed 
oral Executive to nnke prouer repees nta- 
tiors, cither public o,r pnvaie, to the State 
*ii.hoiiiics of u< mucky, urging tbem to 
consider the exceptional and anomalous case 
of these fugit ves from rebel slavery, and i i - 
struct their subordinates to liberate loose al 
ready seized, and let th se w ho may hereafter 
n me uioug pa»s unmolested. I believe this 
is, at all events, the right end to begin at, even 
thongb it should be hound icceseary to resort 
to more decided steps hereafter. Ji is my cqu- 
yiftioq that Judge Bates, in an hour's amica- 
ble and conuaenuai talk with Gov. Robioaou, 



could do more for the present liberation and 
future Christian treatment of these unfortuu 
ales than Gen. Burnside with his whole corps 
under express orders to hunt up all persons in 
Kentucky who have been treated like Eli and 
Sallv. storesald, and set them free at the point 
of the bayonet. 

Kentucky is now inamrstcrit'cal condition 
The recent eleclion of Miyor in Louisville — 
the suddenlv and strangely altered tone and 
bearirg of ihn Louisville Democrat — bode no 
eoeid to the Uoion causu. It is evident lhat a 
"Democratic" organization, in opposition to 
the ' Union," is being secretly elaborated, and 
that a ticket will be supported in August 
whie-h, with a sufficient vuruish of loyalty to 
secure the vote of the great mass of loyal 
Democrat', will take the vote eif every open 
or eccret rebel in tbe Stite. N>w give them 
tbe opportunity of saving, with a show of 
truth, that Abe Lincoln and his Abolition 
horde are defviog and breaking down the laws 
of the Stete designed and calculated lo pre 
vent an irruption of vagabond free negroes 
from disorganized and fnmi«blng Dixie, and 
vou will give them a cry which will sweep the 
8tate, putting it square into the hands of Pow- 
ell, Magoffin and their set, who are only in 
seeming, not in substance, at odds with J< ff. 
Davis, Breckinridge and S. B. Buckuer. I do 
not think the Union cause can : il ,rd this at 
present. 

I was never for "State Rights" of tho exag- 
gerated Calhoun stamp. I never believed nor 
held that a Slate had any more right to secede 
from or nullify tbe laws of the Uuion than a 
county or township. I recogniz? no State 
Rights as inhering in a State which has re- 
belled eg .in <t and is -making war up n the 
Union. Bat tbe new light talk ot the States, 
even while loyal, as mere municipalities, 
if even that— the windy bosh of leathcr- 
be-aded blockheads, predicting a grand con- 
solidated naLion, of which ihe 8 ates arc to be 
merely provlnctas— must not blind yeu and 
me to tbe fact tbat the States have hitherto 
been the citadel and sanctuary of whatever 
freedom of specc « and action we hive en- 
joyed— that it is but a few years since we were 
urging Slates to go to tho very verga of their 
reserved powers In pissing Personal L'bcrty 
Bills, and siuce we were all electrified by the 
decision of the Supreme Court of Wisconsin, 
tbat the Fugitive 81ave Law wa? unconstitu- 
tional, lied such a consolidated Union as is 
now eulogiz-d and anticipated — nay, pro- 
claimed as actually existing— been iu opera- 
tion here for the last thirty years, you and I 
would long since have spent y«ars in felons' 
cells nnder duly enacted uational laws and the 
popular ruling of national judges, for writing 
acd printing demonstrations that no man has 
a right to steal another's labor. Should wc 
not think well of the bridge that lu.> borne ss 
tbus fir sifely ? 

Is it urged that the dark days of national 
servility to the relentless slave power have 
psssed away forever ? I hope so, but do not 
feel sure of It. Wc live in a city, two-thirds 
of whose people are to-day pro-slavery— ac- 
tually believe in slavery, if not exactly ns 
jnst, yet as a highly convenient nnd ad- 
vantageous arrangement— for the whites. 
We owe much to Jeff. Davis and his fellow- 
traitors for the conviction they have Mhnti 
o • deepened amonu the more inte^llge: t e'ass< s 
of the "irrepressible cmfl ct" between lib 
erty and slavery — the impossibility of en- 
slaving any without injury and peril to all. 
But the ignorant, the stolid, the debarched, 
the imbrutcd, realize little, or nothing of this. 
The white who can boist of nothing hut the 
color of his skin, ni'umlly seeks to make 
the utmost of this. Tbe grog-shops of tho 
North are to-day pro-sl every, and I never 
beard r>f a confirmed blackleg who waa not. 
Were the slavi holding rebels to lay down 
their arms and return frankly and thoroughly 
lo loyalty to-morrow, I believe they might 
resume tnc government of the country at the. 
next Presidential election. And theu I 
would very much prefer that there should be 
some State R'ghts left; and so, I think, 
would many of tbe>sc now blatant for extreme 
consolidation. Let ns keep to tbe safe middle 
path. 

Tbe laws of the slave Slates respecting ne- 
groes are most revolting ; but they have the 
negative merit of a cruel consistency. It is 
shocking that a Christian worn iu should be 
consigned to prison for teaching a child to 
re id the Bible; yet if rrrncetiflB is to bo free, 
slavery cannot, be perpetuated. But the in- 
human Black Laws id Illinois, iudiona, «kc, 
h ive not even the poeir excuse of a tyrant's 
necessity. Tbey arc prompted by a blind 
and bare prejudice, < r a more conternptib'S) 
end hypoori ic servility. They c mtruveno 
natural right ; they smite tho dowu-troeleh n 
and oppress the weak and reedy— they stand 
in clear antagonism to the spirit and purpose, 
ot the President's proclamation — they hivo 
already stirved and killed by the disease^ betn 
of want, cxjM^surc and crowded, miserable 
longings, thousands of fugitives from 
rebel slavery, who, but for those laws, would 
uow bo happy aud useful workcis for wag- s 
in the great granary of the West. Yet I see 
no way to upset those abominable laws but by 
persuading the Stat, s respectively, iu whose 
name and beh .If they were enacted, to have 
lhe:n repealed. And so, generally, with the

Haw York, May 6 
Tbc followlnt: is from the Herald'* extra: 
^ Oar mepeengers from Hooker's army bring 
details of his movements up to Monday night 
acd or the movements of Sedgwick to II 
o'clock Tuesday morning. 

Hooker maintained his new line on the edge 
of the woods, a short distance north ot Chan- 
ccllorville, crossing the main road leading to 
the U. 8. ford, without any important change 
There was no lighting there until late on Mon 
day afternoon, when a division of the 5th corps 
advanced towards Fredericksburg, meeting 
the rebel skirmishei H in the woods and drivio 
tutm back. The main body pushed forwarc 
meeting lartre bodies of rebels in double line 
of battle. A half hcur'a heavy fighting en- 
sued, our batteries compelling the rebels to 
IaII back in disorder. 

The division then returned to 
and rested, having ascertained the enemy's po- 
sition. 

Hooker on Sunday night and Mond iy in- 
trenched himself, and is abundantly able to 
r : i- 1 any rebel attack on General Sedgwick's 

corps. 

The Herald printB the following In tub- 

stince: 

It appmrs that after the great struggle of 
Sunday Lee detached a large body to meet 
Sedgwick, and it was known Longstreet was 
rapidly getting in Sedgwick's rear at the same 

time. 

Early Monday large masses of rebels ap- 
p I i 'I on the bights east of Fredericksburg, 
where we hnd but a small force, haTing sent a 
luge portion to strengthen Sedgwick. The 
posiuou was relinquished after a short resist- 
ance, having first removed all the guns. 

Some fighting occurred above Fredericks 
but g— believed to have beeu an unsuccessful 
attempt to prevent Longstreet moving up. 

Sedgwick was hotly engaged all Monday, 
the rebels pressing him at all points, and his 
men were obliged to give way to overwhelm- 
ing misses of rebels ; and his discomfiture 
seemed certain, when a Vermont brigade made 
a furious charge, repulsing them and securing 
the s ifety of that portion of the army. 

The slaughter ot the onemy here, near 
Bank's for<3, was horrible, whole brigades of 
rtbtls being wiped out, Sedgwick however 
re. roused the river in the face of the enemy 
alier midnight, the enemy raking our brigades 
* 1th artillery, causing great loss of life. He 
succeded in getting across in comparatively 
good order, and marched immediately to the 
United States lord to Join Hooker's main 
army.

Nbw York, May 6. 

From various published sources the follow- 
ing is compiled: 

Longstreet '8 forces are between Richmond 
and Suffolk. 

Gen. Hooker, in answer to a question from 
the President on Monday night, said the mat- 
ter of the retaking of Fredericksburg by the 
rebt Is was of no consequence. 

Gen. Hooker keeps his lines of communica- 
tion clear. Ammunition and rations go lor- 
ward freely, notwithstanding the desperate 
attempts ot the rebels to take Banks' Ford to 
cut our line of supplies. 

B.-auregard has reached Richmond with 
omc foices from Charleston and taken com- 
mand of the defenses around that city. 

Nbw York, May 6. 

The Tribune's correspondent writing from 
Falmouth Tuesday says the rebels regained 
Fredericksburg, but cannot hold it. 

The rebels are thought to have pontoons, but 
measures have been taken to prevent a raid 
across the river. 

The news from the extreme right is satis- 
factory. Ueintzelman is said to be near with 
re-enforccraents from Washington. 

A Washington correspondent says that 
Hooker had taken 15,000 prisoners and lost 
about 0,000. Hooker is reported to be in gocd 
pes tion. 

New Yore, May 6. 
The Tribune has a r pecial from Murlrees- 
boro, dated the 5tb, as follows : 
Deserters report that the rebel communication 
etween Vicksburg and Richmond and Char- 
leston and Tullahoma have beeu cut. Neither 
newspapers nor telegrams have been received 
in Bragg's army lrom those placs for several 
days. 

Bragg was reported mortally wounded by 
Breckinridge, but thl3 etatemeut was not cred- 
ited. 

Nbw York, May 0. 
A dispatch conUing a very short and im- 
portant digest of the movements of Saturday 
and Sunday was kindly furnished by the edi- 
tor of the New York Times on Monday even- 
but its transmission to the Associated 
Press was suppressed by the Military Censor 
without any notice ol such suppression being 
given to the agcut. On inquiry the reason is 
am'.gned that it was supprtsscd because it 
id not then been printed in any newspaper. 

Cikcinnkti, May 0. 

Vallaudigham was brought before tbc court 
martial to-day for trial. lie refused to plead 
to the charges which were lead to him, and 
the court proceeded with the evidence, the 
publication of which is not allowed. The 
(barges are based on his Mount Vernon 
speech. 

Vallaudigham is ut the Burnett House to- 
night under strong guard. Dayton and 
Montgomery counties have been placed under 
m rt al law.

The Empire did not appear to-day, and 
probably will not for some lime, if ever.

It is reported thit thn gunboat Choctaw was 
considerably dtmaged in her wheels and that 
her turret was penetrated by a C4-pounder shot. 
The casualities are reported as eighty killed 
and wounded. 
The steamer Era, on her way up, was 
tacked by the rebels with a 12-pouuder and 
me 6-ponnder. She was struck seven times, 
but not so badly damiged but that she con- 
tinued one her course. 

The Duke of Argyll, with a 12-pounder on 
board, soon dispersed the enemy. 

St. Lot'18, May 0.

I think it 
would ho unsafe to estim ue It at less than 
eighty thou and, and there are those having 
good means of knowing, who carry it to > 
hundred thousand. Occupying to the interior 
line, Lee's facilities lor a caange of front 
were of course very great, and our army had 
hardly gained Its position when a rebel col- 
umn was marching up to confront it.
